SCREAMED FOR HELP 


Policeman Was Passing and 
One Is Captured, 3 Others

Following literally the proverb that 
“a woman’s weakness is her strength,’’ 
Mrs. Mary Moore, 20 years old, used 
her exhaustion from an illness of five 


weeks as a means to outwit four in- 
truderg and effect their capture.

“Let her alone,’’ said one of thé men. 
“She’s sick and can’t do anything.” 
Paying no further attention to her, the 
intruders proceeded to inspect the 
house. One of them took a kodak cam- 
era from a table beside‘her bed. 

As soon as the men had passed into 
another room, Mrs. Moore sprang from 
bed and staggered to a window. Police- 
man Harry Thie was passing. She 
threw up the sash and screamed te him 
for help. 

Thrown into consternation by the 
sudden recovery of the invalid, the men 
fled from the house. Policeman Thie 
gave chase and overtook Frank Adler 
at Twelfth and Clinton streets. Mrs. 
Moore's kodak was under his coat, 

Two Others Arrested,

home, 1320 Warren street, and arrested 
Harry Schmidt, 1318 Benton street, and 
Harry Loewe, 1438 Warren street: They 
were identified by Mrs. Moore as Ad- 
ler’s companions. 

Mrs. Moore was so far from feeling 
ill effects from her adventure that she 
said she would go to the Four Courts 
Tuesday and apply for warrants against 
the prisoners. She lives with her sister, 
Mrs. E, M, Crapsey, and both are wid- 
ows,

Chief of Army Staff Would 
Out-German Germans in 
Military Education. 








PLEADS FOR BIG ARMY 


Thinks U. S. Should Have a 
Standing Body of 140,- 
ooo Men. 


Every boy in the United States more 
than 13 years of age should be trained 
as a soldier, according to Major-General 
Leonard Wood, Chief of Staff of the 
United States Army, who is in St. Louis 
to attend the twelfth annual convention 
of the National Guard Association. 

“I would out-German the Germans,” 
safd Gen. Wood Tuesday to a Post- 


Dispatch reporter, ‘‘by_instituting qom- 
pulsory military education in all the 
schools. 

“Every, boy 13 years of age or more 
snould be compelled to.learn to use @ 
rife as part of his school course. Then 
we. should have @ generation of crack 
marksmen. “ 

Would Turn Out Soldiers. 

“T would have the boys instructed in 
the rudiments of military science. They 
should be taught to throw up earth- 
works and to plan scientifi¢é lines of de- 
fense. These studies would teach them 
the initiative in combat which modern 
warfare requires. 

‘Military drill would be part of the 
compulsory education. Uniformed com- 
panies in the public school would be 
advisable, though not indispensable. 
Wars come without notice nowadays, 
go that we should be always prepared. 

“Our standing army of 80,000 men 
is far too small, and Congress should 
provide for its‘increase to at least 140,- 
000 men. We have not only the Philip- 
pines and Alaska to guat i, but the fortt- 
fications at the Isthmus of Panama 
vill soon have to be manned. 

Approves of Boy Scouts. 
' “TJ approve of the ‘Boy Scout’ move- 
ment which is‘taking hold in some cities, 
as it is in line with: my belief in 
juvenile military education.”

Woman Knew Convict. : 

Before becoming unconscious, Mrs. 
Stuckey informed her rescuers of the 
attack, naming the trusty, whom she 
knew. The negro was caught and hur- 
riled to the stockade at Sanford, six 
miles from Andalusia. 

On hearing rumors of a mob, Warden 
Long, at 9 o’¢lock, attempted to spir't 
the convict to the prison at Andalusia, 
but was intercepted on the outskirts of 
the village.

Writes That She Cannot 
Bear to Be Deceived by 
the Man She Loved.

siege ‘to her affections was a waiter 
instead of the wealthy visitor whom 
she supposed him, Miss Anna M. Howe, 
sister of Frank Howe, a theatrical man 
of Philadelphia and for years manager 
of the Walnut Street Theater, cast her- 
self into the sea here on the night of 
Sunday, Sept. 2%.

The body, which is in an undertaker’s 
éstablishment at Pleasantville, was then 
identified as that of Miss Howe by 
employes of the Hotel Windsor of this 
city, where she was at guest when she 
decided to kill herself. 

Note to Hotel Waiter. 

No address was placed on the open 
fatewell notes which Miss Howe left 
and.which were found by a stroller at 
the ocean end of Atlantic avenue. A 
sealed note was addressed 
Crampton, a hotel: waiter, who declared 
today that he had not made love to the 
woman. He said he did not know of 
any man that had. 

Friends declare her admirer. had rep- 
resented himself as a man of great 
wealth and high social position, and 
taking him at this valuation, Miss How 
had fallen in love with him. ’ 

*‘Now I find that you have lied to 
me,”’ said part of the note. ‘You are 
not what you said. You are a waiter. 
Of course I do not think that a man’s 
work changes the color of his soul, but 
I hate to be deceived. To He seems to 
me to be the lowest, the last resort. 
Try when you think of me to be truth- 
ful to other women and men. Do what 
you will, but don’t lHe.”’ 

Police were working on the theory of 
foul play until Miss Howe's clothes and 
the love notes were found. They say 
the woman was unable to’ stand the 
shock of learning that her lover was a 
waiter instead of the millionaire he had 
represented himself and that she cast 
herself into the sea rather than see him 
again. In other farewell messages.she 


{deplores that the discovery: would force 


her to break with the man she ‘loves. 
Although of a well-to-do family, the

fpert milliner, earning more than $2000 


a year. Other letters found in her ef- 
fects asked “Dr. Carrington,’”’ unknown 
here, to give her trinkets to his wife, 
who appears to have been a personal 
friend. Miss Howe’s body is being held 
to await the arrival of Philadelphia rei- 
atives.

ENSIGN RISKS _ LIFE 


Other Seaman Drowned 
Drops Overboard; New 
Hampshire Death List 23. 


By Leased Wire From the New York} 
Bureau to the Post-Dispatch. 

‘NEW YORK, Oct. 4—A seaman from 
the battleship Kansas was drowned 
while trying to effect the reseue of a 
woman who had fallen overboard, and; 
a seaman of the hospital ship Solace fell 
overboard from his ship in the North 
River and was drowned before aid could 
reach him. The woman was the guesr 
of officers of the ship. Both accidents 
were in the North River, where the 
battleship fleet is anchored and where 
23 men from the New Hampshire were 
drowned. 

The drowning of the Kansas seaman 
took place shortly after Sunday mid- 
night. The officers of the Kansas had 
been entertaining friends from shore, 
and among the visitors were three who 
were the guests of Ensign C. T. Black- 
burn, two young women, chaperoned by 
a third. With the ensign acting as 
their escort, the three took the cutter 
which made the midnight trip from the 
battleship to the landing at the foot of 
1bith street, North River. 

Chaperon Falls Into Water, 

As the cutter came to a standstill 
alongside the float, Ensign Blackburn 
leaped out and assisted one of the young 
women to the float. Then he turned to 
assist the next in the party. This was 
the chaperon, and before the ensign 
could extend his hand to her she stepped 
from the cutter and, mistaking the deep 
shadow of the float for the float itself, 
went overboard. 

Flinging off his coat, the Ensign was 
after her in an instant. Edward Au- 
dette, the seaman whose station was in 
the stern of the cutter, was almost 
equally prompt in going to the rescue.

Vicious Payment Systems. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

One reason why so many working people fall 
into the clutches of soulless loan sharkg is the 
manner in which a number of business concerns 
pay. their employes. I’do not care to mention 
any of these establishments, but there are a 
number of manufacturing concerns, and especially 
hotels, which hold you up and keep you from 
getting your well-earned money. I have worked 
in some of them and know whereof I speak, Some 
of these concerns pay by the month, others every 
two weeks or 15 days. Where they pay by the 
month they pay from the first to the 30th. But 
you are not paid on the 30th; you are held up and 
your money is kept from you for 10 whole days 
before you get it. A man starting to work on 
the first of the month must work 40 days before 
he gets paid for 30 days. Where they pay twice 
a month (hotels especially) their pay days fall 
on the 10th and the 25th of the month. Anyone 
starting to work on the first has nothing coming 
to him on the 10th, he must wait until the 25th 
of the month and then he gets paid only for 15 
days. If he starts_to work on the 10th of the 
month he only gets paid for five days on the 25th. 
In other words, he is always held up for 10 days. 
These 10 days he gets when he quits or Is dis- 
charged. 

I think the practice of these firms is nothing 
short of a high-handed skin game,\and it is about 
time that not only the monéy lender but also 
these greedy concerns were exposed. I don’t 
think that these employers have any legal right to 
keep your well-earned money from you for any 
length of time. A law ought to be passed to 
compel them to pay their help weekly and on Sat- 
urdays for every hour of service.

population during the past 10 years! 
of only 186,670, or 6 per cent. The 


fact further’ appears that the two 
Missouri cities of St. Louis and’ Kan- 
sas City alone gained 196,420 in pop- 
ulation during the same time, There 
are other growing Missouri cities to 
be heard from, and the final result 
will clearly be the exhibit of an 
actual decline in the rural population 
of this most favored agricultural 
State. 

This is a remarkable and signifi- 
cant fact. It is made the more so by 
the further fact that agriculture in 
the United States, and particularly 
in the great grain regions of the 
central and valley states, has enjoyed 
a prosperity through tthe great rise 
in prices during the past 10 years 
not before approached since the Civil 
War. Still, in Missouri, at least, the 
movement of population has contin- 
ued to be away from the farm. Con- 
tinued? This may not be quite the’ 
word for Missouri, since during the 
previous decade the state gained 
427,480 in population, while the two 
cities of St. Louis and Kansas City 
gained only 154,504. But whatever 
may have been the trend of popula- 
tion in that State during the years 
of industrial and farm depression 
covering most of the decade from 
1890 to 1900, it has been in the last 
decade more pronounced than ever 
away from the Missouri farms. 

We may not necessarily conclude, 
however, that this movement of Mis- 
sourit population away from the 
farms has been altogether toward 
the cities. This whole western agri- 
cultural region seems to have been 
subject during the decade of prosper- 
ity to a drift from their older farms 
to new agricultural regions in the 
far Southwest and Canadian North- 
wost. And the conditions of great 
prosperity explain this drift. The 
enormous appreciation in the -value 
or price of farm lands hag made 
comparatively rich farmers who were 
before comparatively poor and pinned 
to their old locations, They have ac- 
cordingly been moved to cash in the 
appreciated value of their properties 
and move with their families either 
into the cities or into the new re- 
gions mentioned where a pioneer life 
could be begun again and where tand 
could be had of large promise of fu- 
ture value at only a fraction of the 
money obtained in the sale of the old 
farms. Such a theory of course pre- 
cludes .the idea that the old farms 
have been even partially abandoned, 
but te account for a resulting loss 
of farm population we must suppose 
that as a rule the sellers of the older 
farms were men of comparatively 
large families and that the buyers 
are either those just starting. in life 
or men who will work them from a 
distance or in consolidation with an

James A, Reed, candidate for the
